Vance, Ethel REPRISAL Little, Brown 


The author of Escape has, perhaps wisely, refrained from attempting to copy 
herself. Reprisal is utterly unlike Escape; utterly unlike the novels she has done 
under the name of Grace Zaring Stone. The market will, inevitably, be the Escdpe market 
butit's possibly wiser to suggest that this more nearly classifies as a psychological 
adventure story, with the action secondary in importance. The period spans the col- 
lapsé of France, the reaching out of the enemy to strangle the Vichy-led French. The 
setting is Brittany, with occasional flashbacks to Paris and an earlier, happier period, 
although shadawed by fear of what was in store, by uncertainty as to the wisdom of 
decisions taken. Francoise worshipped her gentle, idealistic father, the Minister- 
at the time of writing without portfolio in a government he distrusted, but was not in 
sympathy with his pacifism, his conciliatory attitude; Blaise, her younger brother, 
was adolescently at odds with his world, until he suddenly seemed to find himself, to 
know where he was heading — his very assurance causing suspicion and terror to his 
family. Then there is Maurice, long time servant of the household, in the secret with 
Blaise, and eventually the victim. And finally, there is the evil genius, Edouard, 
who goes over to the enemy, after glorying in his power over the little family. The 
minor character in the village and in the household, and the somewhat shadowy figure 
of the American, Simon, whom Francoise loved — and thought she had lost ~ served as 
foils for the terrific struggle as the Galles try to resolve their doubts as to the 
Vichy regime, the future of France, their responsibility to the village and to the 
hostages seized in reprisal for the murder of a German officer, and to. each other. 
Skillfully handled, conveying a suspense, a feel of the defeated nation, but not a

Mason, F. van Wyck ' RIVERS OF GLORY Lippincott 


Third of Major Mason's romances of the Revolution's maritime aspects, this 
recounts the inability of young Lt. Warren to regain recognition from the Marine Com- 
mission of Congress and his assumption of command of a merchantman to trade for medi- 
cines, needed by the patriots in Boston, in Jamaica. He poses as a Tory, and has for 
a passenger, Minga, a passionate Tory. They are successful in escaping pirates, a 
wreck, but their falling in love is shattered when she realizes his rebel leanings. A 
stay, with a perverted, murderous aunt, summarily ended by the slaves' uprising, sends 
her back to Warren's arms and together they reach North Carolina in time for the siege 
of Savanna: where Warren escapes death once again, this time to find a Navy command 
waiting him. Colorful, candid, historical romance with full panoply of melodrama. A

The adolescent artist in the works again in this story of sensitive, soli- 
tary Simon — a composer -, his attempt to get recognition in his field, and his emo- 
tional development through three women who build up his ego and make a man of him. Ac- 
companied by a pretty ripe style, we see Simon progress from Svea, an older woman who 
gives him a love which is maternal and something more, to a wealthy butterfly, and 
eventually to Mary, with whom he belongs. Weak, puerile, Simon is not one to attract 
much sympathy or interest - his growing pains and pangs a pretty overwritten theme.

New York nightmare, fast, alcoholic, neurotic, in which an actor relives 
a bad year in flashback. He is Barney, whose wife Sheila is a crazy drinker, a border- 
line psycho, and involved with a cheap playwright. But out of loyalty Barney stands 
by Sheila, refuses to give in to his love for another girl, and watches Sheila drink 
herself blind on wood alcohol, fall to pieces mentally and suicide. Barney, unhinged 
by all this, strangles the girl he loves in a momentary fit of unreason. Somewhat of 
a hangover of the screwball twenties, feverish, this catches interest as these things

The high walls of poverty and its isolation, the humiliation of failure, 
sickness, debt, are the ingredients of 16 year old Gene Hardin's story of his Irish- 
Catholic family farming in Kansas. Forced from parochial school because of lack of 
funds, Gene sees his parents lose their land, attempt, against loans and notes, to make 
a living from a new place, odd jobs, facing defeat at every turn: watches his brother 
Dugan become a wastrel, selfish and cruel; his sister driven from home because of the 
need of a face operation, and his young brother Rob die because of lack of medical care. 
Gene, after any kind of job he can get, learns the hard path of labor on a road gang and 
runs off to the West in hopes that there he can be of some help to his parents. The 
violence of despair, as well as ancestry, the unbreakable confines of farm economics, 
the downward spiral of family fortunes - make a harsh, honest, outspoken picture,

The gay, beery adventures of Mrs. Feeley, California junkwoman, and her 
two new housemates, M Rasmussen, whom she rescues from nagging children, and Miss 
Tinkham, definitely respectable and cultured, but also definitely moneyless, as they 
attend Spanish classes, promote a romance, budget for food (and beer), and save Mrs. 
Feeley's property from a public auction. Their schemes for income when the junk pile 
dwindles; their work in a tuna factory; their jaunt to Mexico; their seizure of the 
man who swindled Mrs. Feeley's tax money; their rewards; and the bangup wedding they 
throw for their successful matchmaking. Not highbrow this - but unsophisticated 
comedy warmly tinged with sentiment.

Relaxing, romantic period piece - less of a book than her Preacher On 
Horseback, but pleasant entertainment set in pre-revolutionary Alexandria in the story 
of the Hiltons. Centered is Hope, more direct, more intelligent, and more vulnerable 
than her prettier, fickler sisters who annex her two fiances. Determined not to face 
the humiliation of a second jilting, Hope marries Michael, an indentured convict of 
aristocratic English birth whom she purchases. A gallantry and indiscretion over Hope's 
sister - visiting in England - put Michael in this position; now, returning to America, 
Michael finds her threatening his marriage. A yellow fever scare, a brother's enlist- 
ment and death, romantic rivalries, and the birth of a daughter to Michael and Hope 
Sustain a well handled story.

Dinesen, Isak > WINTER'S TALES Py: hi tee Random House 


Anyone who was caught unaware by the magic of Seven Gothic Tales will wel- 
come this new volume of short stories from the pen of this gifted Danish writer. Four- 
teen tales in all, for the most part quite different from her first group - or is it 
perhaps that there is no longer quite the zest of discovery? These are more realistic; 
the symbolism, where it occurs, is clearer cut; the period — a world that is no more - 
Europe of the 19th century for the most part. There is a recurrent theme of the rela- 
tion of foster or adopted child to parents; there are psychological stories of love, of 
marriage; there is a definite class consciousness, an awareness of the survival of a 
feudal system; and now and again, there is a fairy tale pattern of kings and princesses, 
of magic and unearthly powers. Isak Dinesen is one of today's greatest spinners of 
tales. She keys her style to her period, which at times gives ongea feeling of almost 
too deliberate a patterning, too lush a metier. But on the whole, it is a delight to 
sense the delicacy and beauty of perfect craftsmanship. Definitely for an intellectual 
market, "caviare to the general”. $2.75

Steinbeck, John BOMBS AWAY Viking 
The Story of a Bomber Team 


Call it a propaganda film - made to order for the U. S. Army Air Forces - 
and sold (for the Aid Society Trust Fund) at a phenomenal figure. Call it purely topi- 
cal, or what you will. But somehow Steinbeck has succeeded in making it live, and it is 
a sure seller in book form for everyone interested in knowing what goes on behind the 
scenes in the making of a bomber team, the unity of thought and action in back of such 
team work. Steinbeck has only praise for the calibre of the men, drawn from all walks 
of life, tested on all planes, and found right for the stiffest course of training in 
the armed forces today. The reader follows step by step that training, sometimes in 
general terms, sometimes through the experiences of individuals in training as pilot, 
navigator, crew chief, bombardier, gunner, radio man - the six jobs that make up the 
crew. Not as tight writing as Steinbeck usually does - but good reading. $2.50

From the history of her building, design, 
equipment, operations, tests, her power, sea-air tactics, to the working of her various 
departments and service branches, this chronicles her story in the Pacific, from the 
gaiety of crossing the line to the various engagements she experienced before her 
destruction. February to May, Bougainville, Lae and Salamava, Tulagi, and the Coral 
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Sea with its climax of thirty miles separating the Japanese and United States’ air 
striking forces, and the story of the attacking and the attack, and the Lexington’ Ss end 
from internal explosion and torpedoing by our own boats. It's a grand story, very real,

Another of the last train from Berlin fraternity, this is a coverall of Nazi 
Germany of the Chiefof the A.P. in Berlin. Well-informed, well-coordinated as this 
material may be, the subject makes it a twice told tale, and Lochner adds little that 
is new. He traces the steps by which Hitler came to power, the Nazi methods which came 
with him, Hitler youth, justice, the German Army, and lessons to be learned of military 
value, bottlenecks in transportation, manpower, labor#&and raw materials; mistakes with 
the declaration of war against America the gravest for Germany; propaganda, the press, 
religion. And the conclusions, - that there is another Germany which is strongly anti- 
Nazi, and will come through after the war. And secondly, that agressive action, air 
supremacy, nuisance raids are among important factors in winning. $3.00

The Rome Managers of the U.P. contribute their story which, with last year's 
Spurs on the Boot, provide the only available book on the secondary partner in the Axis. 
The Packards have written an enlivening and enlightening story, a good blend of politi- 
cal commentary and press anecdotage, and one which gives a complete survey of Italy at 
war, from Ethiopia to Spain to Tunis, and eventually into the big scrap. Mussolini has 
still a political minority, but his enemies are lethargic to give strong opposition; the 
country is indifferent to war, win or lose with hoarding, bootlegging and a general re- 
fusal to make patriotic sacrifices. The Italian soldier does not know why he is fight- 
ing, is badly trained and badly led. And the war with Russia has intensified Italo- 
German friction. Good reporting, but one questions the interest in Italy at the moment.

Conservation was a "cause" in the nineties; today it is an accepted procedure 
and this book is the outgrowth of the work done by a committee of the U. S. Dept. of the 
Interior, the National Park Service and the Pish and Wildlife Service. The purpose of 
the text is to show how certain forms of wildlife have approached extinction, - the 
grizzly bear, the bighorn, the sea otter, the trumpeter swan, the pinnated grouse, the 
roseate spocnbill, the swallow-tailed kite, the Atlantic salmon, the lobster, and so on. 
Introductory chapters sketch a picture of ruthless killing and indifference to the basic 
laws of even good sportsmanship.

A well-known radio commentator presents a who's who of the policy makers of 
the Second World War against an introductory background in which he analyzes some of the 
causes which led to the war, and charges the United States and Great Britain with the 
abrogation of the Versailles Treaty through not enforcing its provisions and thereby 
permitting Germany and Japan to prepare for another war. It was a singularly fair treaty, 
compared with others; its one real fault was economic. Today the Atlantic Charter binds 
us to avoidance of a recurrence of that fault.

From that time on, the Indians thought the tree had magic power and brought 
them luck. And Holling sketches, in broad sweeps, the passing of history across what 
became the Santa Fe Trail, where the tree stood and grew and flourished, until it was 
more than 200 years old. Finally, lightning struck it and the next year two trail 
riders found it dead. Joe made himself a yoke for his oxen from it, and as he worked 
® on it he discovered evidence of incidents through the years, things the trees had grown 
around and preserved. So he used these as a motive of decoration on the yoke, and its 
fame spread. The Indians in Santa Fe buried their differences as they looked at the 
yoke. And the spirit of the Peace Tree lived on, far from the place it had grown. Once 
again the format of the book promises to be sensationally lovely, in somewhat more muted 
tones than the earlier book.
